Well ‘Dressed. Youth

An automobile murder mystery, the 

victim of which is believed to have been 
a Chicagoan, was disclosed early yes- 
terday evening when the body of a well 
dressed young man was found on the 
prairie two miles southeast of Ham- 
mond.

Should congress enact a military service law 
requiring all American youth in good health to 
undergo military training for six months or more 
before reaching their majority there will probably 
be adolescent “martyrs” in every part of the 
country, more particularly New York, who will 

uphold pacifist principle by refusing to their coun- 
try a service and to themselves a benefit. — 

With such a frightful object lessons as the 
present war before men's eyes, the service is likely 
to be mainly precautionary; the benefit will de 
practical, actual, almost invariably obtained. For 
military training during a period not too pro- 
longed will immeasurably benefit young men in 
health, in spirit and in their life prospects. The 
physical benefit, in erect posture, increased lung 
capacity and the ability to take care of one’s self 
out of doors, will be manifest, as it has been in 
the recent memorable example of drill and camp 
on the Mexican border. The mental and moral 
benefit of discipline should prove as great, and 
no one needs it more than the prospective young 
martyrs themselves.

CERTAIN correspondent writes 
me from time to time advocating 
clarifying milk as a means for 
securing glean, wholesome milk. 
Ve Hever been much inter- 
ested because AI have never thought the 
process of clarifying was a health meas- 


easily see its advantage from the com- 
mercial standpoint. 

Some of our country raised citizens 
occasionally wonder where is the milk of 
yester year. What has become of that 
few teaspoonfuls of dirt and milk in 
the bottom of the milk can or the few 
drops in the bottom of the glass . 
milk. 

The bottled milk business could net, 
have prospered had that old condition 
continued. A thin layer of dirt on the 
bottoms of the milk bottles would have 
been death jo the business. No, gentle 
reader, the dirt is not kept out of the 
milk ‘now. It is taken out. The instru- 
ment which takes it out is known as « 
clarifier. 

The clarifiers now in use are centrif- 
ugal machines which throw out the dirt 
and hair, and which make it impossible 
to find dirt in the bottom of a bottle of 
milk. Incidentally, the use of these 
machines makes it possible to market a 
milk just above the legal line in cream,

He, 
as one of the defendants, was ores 
in his own behalf. He was p on 
the stand by his attorney, R. W. Childs. 
One of the things he did was to make 
Statements derogatory to his fellow de- 
fendants, Michael J. Boyle (Umbrella 
Mike) and others. 


Forced Into “Combine. 

He said he was forced into an organi 
zation with Mike Boyle and his union to 
keep from being put out of business, 
He practically admitted the government 
charges were. true. 

N R. Litzinger, Mike Boyle’s lawyer, 
then attempted to discredit Mr. Ripple’s 
testimony in order to “ protect” his 
own client and in doing so brought out 
more damaging statements. 

“We simply had to sign the union's 
contract to stay in business in Chicago,” 
he said. “It was the only way we 
could protect our business.”’ 


Prosecution Pleased. 

Mr. Ripple, Mike Boyle, and thirteen 
others are alleged to have conspired 
to stifle qutside competition in electrical 
materials. According to Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Albert L. Hopkina, whe 


is handling the government's case, Mr. 
Ripple's admissions that such an organ- 
ization was formed, upholds the gov- 
ernment's contention.

Should Provide Tribunal. 

Lawton and Kerr go on to say that 
the essentials of a proper home rule 
bill should provide for an organized 
tribunal to get the facts, an official rec- 
ord of the facts, elimination of the jury 
and master in chancery, limiting court 
review to the record, and limiting the 
right to injunction. They condemn a 
traction merger that is not subject to 
such regulation.
